First story was 10/30/67, recpoted discovery of a Xian cell of sic 
members inside tne Department, named three besides the "ringleader", identified 
as Donald uealth, 30. xie had been assigned to tue Fillmore District (largely 
begro), as also had been Hi chard Stanton, 33, and Jon Johsnason, 26. Dennis 
Apsia had been assigned to the Austin district. 

iA eatn had been relieved of duty 12/28. Stanton and Alsia resigned. 

There is an April 6 story reporting "three former policemen. "had 
been dismissed, xieeth and .'illiam ^logger, 43, and Ernest Semet. The latter 
two are apparently t. ose missing to make the six of the first story. 


I recall other stories, including what ueath undoubtedly took to be 
defense of himself 8nd the Xian, alleged patriotism, etc. 

As of now, these erenot, names that seem to fit wuat I’ve been working 
on and there is no indication it will, however, it is possible that collateral 
reporting may have significant other material. 


If anyone can caeck into tnis in your local papers, wnieh may have 
carried more, now that the dates are known, it might yield something. There was ^ 
not likely an active Alan cell in the Chfteops without tueir internal security 
people knowing it, unless it was just storting. As of now, n do not know whsV 
lei to disclosure I believe the time is close to a period of Bireher police t N A 
recruitment.
